Many of these were badly m arred by, 
shellfire, and, as usual, they were pro­ 
foundly dirty—quite a different prop­ 
osition from the clean, portable build­ 
ings used In places further to the rear. 
“In them are to be found no run­ 
ning water* electric lights, fire-places 
or stoves. 
W ater must 
be carried 
from a well a considerable distance 
aw ay; candles must answer the light­ 
ing requirements, big, smoky army 
field ranges must be installed and in­ 
numerable necessities improvised.

recently visited, a place where two las­ 
sies. assisted by a score of American 
soldiers, who. It must he said, gladly 
volunteer their services in nid of the 
Salvationists wherever the limitations 
of leave permit, w ere "converting an 
old stable into a hut. 
“Dust lay Inches 
thick upon 
the 


floor, the walls were grimy and dirty, 
there wore manure 
piles 
here 
and! 
there, while broken bottles nml debris 
j 
of every des« ‘rlption 
were scattered 
about. 
The sight would have dis­ 
mayed most persons, hut the two Hal-' 
ration Army girls, smiled and with­ 
out stopping work, assured me that 
the place would do beautifully. 
With­ 
in a few days the old stable was as 
clean as whitewash and paint could 
make it, so that it seemed a veritable 
palace t«> the jaded American soldiers 
who daily made it their headquarters.” 
U nder the direction of the Sol’vn- 
tionlsfs, when they are not busy mak- 
lng doughnuts or pies, baseball games 
and other forms of entertainm ent are 
provided for the troops. 
On Sundays 
there are religious services held at all 
the huts and it is a significant fact 
that they are well attended by lmijdy 
younfc men, who, before 
th e 
world 
was convulsed b.v war, scoffed at the 
Salvationists, butuvho now ¡ire ready 
to make any sacrifice/in their behalf. 


The ex traordinary difficulties under 
which the Salvation Army workers la­ 
bor In providing food for the Ameri­ 
can soldiers and shelter for themselves 
in France, are revealed in a communi­ 
cation from (’apt, Harold Miles, a Sal­ 
vationist now at the fro nt The record 
is one of heroic sacrifice, untold hard­ 
ship and zeal for humanity and the 
cause of democracy. 
According to Captain Miles, because 
of the scarcity of labor at the front 
In France, the work of erecting huts 
devolves largely upon the Salvation 
Army 
lassies themselves, 
hut 
they 
never fail to tackle the job with en- 
thuslam. 
Inasmuch 
as 
those 
huts 
are located so close to the llring line 
as to make them visible to enemy ob­ 
servation p o sts, the lassies frequently 
were compelled to cease building oper­ 
ations because of the shellfire their 
activity had provoked. 
“Many huts were erected during the 
night,” says Captain Miles, “but, un­ 
fortunately, the completed buildings 
called for bombardments as soon ¡is
